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Preface 


This family history begins with William O’Brien and his six known children, 
who came from the town of Watergrasshill in County Cork, Ireland. They 
all made the voyage to America and settled in Boston, Suffolk County, 
Massachusetts. Most of William’s children arrived in the final years of the 
Great Famine in Ireland (1849-1851). William came over as well, at the age 
of 60, although he did not live long after. 

The O’Brien family fled famine in Ireland only to face severe losses 
from diseases like tuberculosis in the crowded tenements of Boston. Many 
of William's family lines died out completely or came close. Despite these 
hardships, the descendants of the original O’Brien immigrants remained 
in the Boston area for many years. They became business owners, rail- 
road officials, military officers, musicians, teachers, factory foremen, anda 
variety of other professions. 

Starting with William O’Brien as the first generation, I have followed 
three more generations of his descendants, including all known children 
and spouses. For privacy reasons, I omitted details other than birth name 
for anyone who may still be living. 

I chose to focus my research on this particular line because it was 
not well known among my family members. Our Irish origins had always 
been a mystery. My father traced our ancestry back to William's son, John 
O’Brien. As I am currently living in Boston, I was well situated to take on 
the research using local resources. 

This family history includes more details on John’s line than William’s 
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other children since I have access to more existing information on my own 
line, and because my primary audience for this book is my extended family. 
That said, I hope this research is also useful for my more distant cousins 
and anyone else who is interested in Irish-American genealogy. 

My research on the O’Brien family history is ongoing. I still wish to 
locate more information on their origins in Watergrasshill and find the 
identity of William's parents. There is a mystery of how they came to acquire 
the O’Brien surname, which you can read about more in the DNA chapter. 
See the “Further Research” section of the Appendix for more detail about 
remaining family mysteries. 

The first section of this book provides background information on 
where the O’Briens came from in Ireland, their first few years in Boston, and 
DNA evidence of deeper ancestry. The remainder of the book consists of 
family profiles using the style standardized by The New England Historical 
and Genealogical Register (known as Register style). 


Main Person Profiles 


Each person has a generation number, which appears next to their first or 
middle name as a super-scripted numeral. The generations start with 1 for 
William O’Brien, 2 for his children, 3 for their children, and so on. The 
first sentence of a profile lists the individual’s name followed by their line 
of descent from William, in parentheses. For example: 


FRANCES JOSEPHINE‘ O’BRIEN (Edward*, Michael", William!) 


This shows that Frances is the 4th generation removed from William 
O’Brien. Her line of descent from William goes from William’s son Michael, 
to Michael’s son Edward, to Frances herself. 

Those individuals who have full profiles also get a profile number. The 
profile number appears as an Arabic numeral in the left margin where the 
children are listed at the end of the parent's profile. The presence of this 
number indicates that that child will have their own profile later in the 
report. The Roman numerals in the child list show the order of birth. 
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For example, here is how Abigail? O’Brien appears in the children list 
of her father, William! O’Brien: 


2 ii. ABIGAIL O'BRIEN, b. abt. 1815 or 1825; m. MICHAEL DOOLEY. 


The “2” shows that Abigail has her own profile and that hers is the 
second profile in the report overall. The “ii” indicates that she was the 
second child born to William O’Brien. Usually those who have children 
of their own will get their own profile. Others who do not have their own 
profile may have additional life details included as text under their entry 
in the children’s list within their parent’s profile.

Mary! SeExTOn has unknown parents. She did not accompany her 
husband William to America, or else had died before his departure 
from Ireland. 


ANN? (O’BRIEN) DaILEy seems to have come to America later 
than the rest of her family members. What became of her husband 
Michael Dailey and did she have any children with him in Ireland? 


Joun’” O'BRIEN does not have a definitive arrival date in the U.S. 
It must have been sometime prior to his marriage in Boston on 20 
November 1853.

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Without Bill McEvoy’s extensive documentation of Catholic Mount 
Auburn Cemetery, I would not have found the burial location of John?

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Chapter 1 


The O’Briens in Ireland 


The family of William O’Brien and Mary Sexton came to America from the 
town of Watergrasshill in County Cork, Ireland. ") The village is situated 
mostly within the civil parish of Ardnageehy and partly within Kilquane, 
in the larger barony of Barrymore, on the main road between Cork and 
Dublin. 7! The name Watergrasshill was originally “Watercress Hill? and 
in Irish is Cnocén-na-biolraighe (Knockaun-na-billery). ©! 

Watergrasshill was a small town of 801 inhabitants in 1841, when Will- 
iam and his family lived there prior to their emigration to the U.S. By 1871 
the population had dropped to 143.) Some of this population loss was 
likely due to the famine, but the arrival of the railroad may also have played 
a role. 

The Great Southern and Western Railway reached the City of Cork in 
1849. 5] The rail bypassed Watergrasshill and replaced the coach traffic that 
the town relied on for its business. Two people performing land valuations 
included their impressions of Watergrasshill and its transformation. D. 
Quinn wrote in Feb 1849: 


This Town is Poor, but a great deal is done in the way of “Carmen's 
Stages,” it being on the Dublin line to Cork and half way (11 miles) 
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from the latter City to Fermoy - a good deal of benefit is done the 
Town by these persons —!*! 


J. Montgomery wrote in Dec 1852 and sometime prior: 


2 coaches & Bianconis” can pass through the village daily & change 
Horses here — one or two individuals are thus making pretty well by 
this - by the rent for stabling &c - & when the railway to Cork is 
finished, it will lose a good part of this advantage — 

It has lost a great deal of it now — (1852) but it is the best of the little 
villages in this neighborhood although poor enough — Poor Rates 
are low - only 1/7th for 1832 & none at all in 1837 - Those made a 
moderate val”. considering these circumstances. 


There are few Irish records available covering the early 19th century. 
Civil registration of births, marriages, and deaths didn’t fully occur in 
Ireland until 1864. '*! Census records prior to 1901 were mostly lost in a 
1922 fire at the Public Records Office. '! 

The Catholic parish of Watergrasshill has baptismal records begin- 
ning in 1836 and marriages from 1864.""°! There is a baptismal record 
for William’s granddaughter, Margaret Dooley, in 1840. This is the only 
definitive Irish record found for William's family." 

A search of available records in the areas near Watergrasshill shows 
only one William O’Brien who could potentially be the one in question. 
This William O’Brien was leasing a house and garden in the townland of 
Tinageragh (part of the Town of Watergrasshill is located in this townland). 
He was paying 21 pence per year ground rent to Mary Barry. 2] His house 
measured 29 feet in length, 17 feet in width, and 7 feet in height."*! The 
quality designation of “2B” indicates that it was a thatched house built with 
stone or brick and lime mortar, of medium age (between 25-50 years old), 
slightly decayed, but in good repair. It does not appear that William leased 
any farmland, so he was likely a tradesman or laborer. !"*) 





* Charles Bianconi was an Italian entrepreneur who operated passenger coaches between 
cities throughout Ireland. 


Chapter 1. The O’Briens in Ireland 3 


William appears in Valuation Office records occupying the same prop- 
erty between 1847 "5! and 1850. "5! The February 1849 revision has William's 
name crossed out and the word “Vact.” written, indicating that the house 
was vacant and William had moved away."”! He must have departed his 
property prior to 2 April 1853, when Griffith’s Valuation was published, as 
he is not included in the final valuation. ""*! These dates correspond with 
William O’Brien’s known arrival with his family in Boston in 1851. 

There are no other William O’Briens or similar name variants listed 
in Watergrasshill, although other O’Briens in town include Denis, Owen, 
Patrick, and Margaret. |"! 

The final version of Griffith’s Valuation, published in 1853, shows only 
Owen O’Brien and Patrick O’Brien remaining in Watergrasshill.°! By 
1901 it appears that all O’Briens had left Watergrasshill, as none are listed 
in the 1901 or 1911 census. 74! 

The departure of the O’Brien family from Ireland corresponded with 
the ending years of the Irish potato famine, also known as the Great Famine, 
which lasted from 1845-1849. During this time, there were between 1.5 and 
3 million famine-related deaths in Ireland and 1 million people left Ireland 
for North America. 7) 

An excerpt from a Cork newspaper shows the dire conditions in Water- 
grasshill during the famine. The name “Brien” was a written variant of the 
O’Brien surname, ”*! so the man in this story could very well be a member 
of William's family. 


FROM THE CONSTITUTION—FEBRUARY 18. 


WATERGRASSHILL, NEAR CORK. 


“Destitution and sickness are prevailing to an alarming extent in this 
district. Within the last fortnight a poor man, named Brign, actually 
lay dead for two days on the same bed, or rather on the same mop 
of straw, with his wife and children, who were too ill to aid in his 
removal. One of the children died last week. On visiting the hovel, a 
few days after the death of the child, the mother and two children 
were found recovering from fever—the only clothing they possessed 
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was an old ragged cloak—On approaching the door, the mother 
started up, snatching the cloak from the children to cover herself for 
the moment. The neighbours were afraid to enter the hut, fearing 
infection. The Relief Committee have established a Soup Kitchen in 
the village, and hope to be enabled to open another. The Rev. JOHN A. 
Bo.sTER, Rector of the Parish, and the Curate, the Rev. S. B. YOUNG, 
are, also, endeavouring to provide a fund for clothing, and supplying 
nourishment to the sick. We trust that their benevolent exertions 
will be generously responded to, not only by the proprietors and 
Iandholders of the district, but by others who have ability to aid in 
this good work. In the Workhouse (Fermoy) during the last week, 
there were seventy deaths, out of about 1,500 inmates.” [24] 

Watergrasshill was a poor town in the 1840s that was largely sustained 
by horse travel between Dublin and Cork. With the loss of that business 
to the railway and the effects of the famine, it made sense for the O’Brien 
family to look for new opportunities in America. 


DNA Evidence 


O’Brien is the Anglicized spelling of the surname Ua Briain in Classical 
Irish, and O Briain in Modern Irish. The Ua or O part of the name means a 
“grandson” or generally any descendant of the named person. In this case, 
O’Brien derives from the first name of Brian Boru (born c. 941 and died 
23 Apr 1014), High King of Ireland. Boru’s descendants formed one of the 
major dynasties in Ireland. ?°) 

Brian Boru was born a member of the Dal gCais clan (Dalcassians). This 
clan controlled much of what is now County Clare in Ireland.'°°! Due to 
modern genetic testing, it is possible to determine whether a living person 
is a descendant of Brian Boru, a member of his clan, or an unrelated O’Brien 
who came from a family that adopted the surname. This is facilitated by the 
Y-DNA testing of Brian Boru’s living direct descendant, Sir Conor O’Brien, 
18th Baron Ichiquin. 77) 

Unlike other chromosomes, the Y chromosome is passed from father 
to son without significant recombination. This means that a living man’s 
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Y-DNA is nearly identical to that of his direct male line ancestor from 
many generations in the past. While rare, mutations on the Y chromosome 
do occur. These variations are called single nucleotide polymorphisms, 
or SNPs. It is possible to map groups of people onto branches of a tree 
based on the SNPs they have in common. These branches are known as 
haplogroups, and they’re named after the Y-DNA mutation that defines 
them. 8) 

The Y-DNA testing of Sir Conor O’Brien has revealed that Brian Boru’s 
Dalcassian clan and its descendants are located within the R-L226 hap- 
logroup. Furthermore, Brian Boru’s defining mutation places him and 
his descendants in the sub-group of R-L226 known as FGC5659. There 
is another group of non-Dalcassian O’Briens known as the “Northwest 
Irish/Lowland Scots” O’Briens, who are in haplogroup R-M222.!?°! 

A Y-DNA test of William O’Brien’s male line °°! reveals that there is no 
relation to either the Dalcassian or Northwest Irish O’Briens.* William’s 
branch is located within haplogroup R-Y11179. This haplogroup does not 
have ancient Irish origins but can be traced back to the Anglo-Norman 
family with the surname “Barry” that occupied large parts of County Cork 
subsequent to the Anglo-Norman invasion of Ireland in the 1100s. °!! More 
recent research indicates that these Barrys were probably from the Hainaut 
region of what is now Belgium, rather than French Normandy. |?! 

Several websites provide age estimates to determine when William 
O'Brien's line may have split off from the Barry family. The closest match on 
FamilyTreeDNA (FTDNA) is a man with a Barry surname. FTDNAs “TiP 
Report” estimates that the Barry match and William O’Brien’s descendant 
have a common ancestor within the past 8 generations at 60.41% likelihood, 
within 12 generations at 90.11% likelihood, and within 18 generations at 
98.28% likelihood. °*! On the website YFull, which allows uploading Y- 
DNA kits for additional analysis, the closest match is the same Barry 
individual from the previous comparison. YFull predicts that the two 
matches have a most recent common ancestor at a median of 425 years ago 





* Of the 29 total matches, 25 of them have surnames Barry, Berry, or Bearry. There are 
no O’Brien surnames or spelling variants in the match list. 
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with 95% certainty, placing the common ancestor around the year 1600. 54! 

Somewhere in William O’Brien’s ancestry, the O’Brien name was as- 
signed to (or adopted by) a man of Barry descent. This is known as a 
non-paternity event (NPE). It is likely impossible to determine when or 
how this occurred, as useful records in Ireland rarely go back far enough 
past the early 1800s. However, the Barry family had a major presence in the 
area where William came from, receiving grants of land in County Cork 
from the English king and the title Earl of Barrymore. °°! More informa- 
tion may arise as additional men submit Y-DNA tests and the timeline for 
the O’Brien/Barry split can be further narrowed. 

It is also important to note that the Y-DNA results only pertain to the 
direct male line. William’s descendants still have Irish roots, owing to the 
Irish spouses of his children. William’s own mother is unknown, but it’s 
quite possible she had ancestral Irish origins. 
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Chapter 2 


The O’Briens in Boston 


The O’Briens were among the almost 1.5 million Irish who sailed to the 
United States between 1845 and 1855." William’s two youngest children, 
Michael and Mary, were likely the first of the O’Brien family to make the 
voyage. Irish families often could only afford tickets for one or two people, 
and so would choose the youngest and healthiest children.! Once in 
America, the children would send remittances back to Ireland until the 
rest of the family could be brought over. ©! 

Ship passenger lists for the Port of New York show Mary O’Brien, age 
20, and Michael O’Brien, age 15, arriving on the brig Thomas Baker from 
Galway, Ireland, on 3 July 1849. There were 93 total passengers aboard. The 
occupation listed for everyone on the passenger manifest is “farming” “) 

Brigs like the Thomas Baker were two-masted ships with square sails. ©! 
Prior to the famine, these ships were outfitted for cargo rather than pas- 
sengers.!°! The Thomas Baker, for instance, was a coal-hauling ship."7} 
Compared to the three-masted liners, brigs were cramped for the number 
of passengers they carried, with poor ventilation and five-foot ceilings. '*! 

A larger group of the O’Briens arrived in Boston on 27 June 1851 on 
board the vessel Chasca.'*! The voyage from Liverpool, England, to Boston, 
Massachusetts, took 47 days. [1°] On board were Edward O’Brien (appear- 
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ing as Edmund), his father William, wife Bridget, sister Abby (O’Brien) 

Dooley, and Abby’s two children, Margaret and Hanora (aka Hannah). * 

There were a total of 256 passengers on board," which must have made 
the ship quite crowded. The Chasca was a 658-ton clipper bark built in 
East Boston as a speedy cargo ship."”! Like the Thomas Baker, it was prob- 
ably retrofitted to carry passengers in response to the large demand for 
transport to the New World during the famine years. 

Both Abby’s and Margaret’s occupations are listed as “Servt.’ in the 
passenger manifest. '!3) About 2,000 Irish women in Boston were domestic 
workers in 1850. It was a popular trade for Irish immigrant women since 
they spoke English and didn’t have many other opportunities for work 
available to them. "4 

William's remaining two children, John and Ann, made separate voy- 
ages from Ireland to Boston but cannot be found in passenger records. 
John must have arrived sometime prior to his marriage in 1853."5) Ann 
may not have arrived until 1870-1880 as she doesn't appear in any prior 
records. [61 

Like other Irish immigrants from this time period, William O’Brien 
and his children likely came to America to escape the famine and build a 
better life. While the family may have avoided starvation in Ireland, the 
first few years in Boston presented new challenges. The O’Briens lived in 
crowded tenement buildings, suffered devastating losses from communica- 
ble diseases, and likely faced anti-Catholic discrimination from the city’s 
dominant class of Protestants. "7 

Moving frequently at first, the family lived predominantly in Boston's 
North End neighborhood during the 1850s and 1860s. !"*! In 1855, half of 
all residents of the North End were Irish."°! Landlords had subdivided the 
North End’s old mansions and warehouses into crowded tenement houses 
for renting to the newly-arrived immigrants. °°! Many of the tenements 
were not connected to sewage systems or had defective toilets, leading 





* Abby, Margaret, and Hanora/Hannah are incorrectly given the surname “O’Brien” 
instead of “Dooley” on the passenger list, but the approximate ages and names match those 
expected. 
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to high rates of infant mortality and diseases like smallpox, cholera, and 
tuberculosis. 7! 

In 1834, Irish immigrants founded the first Catholic church in Boston's 
North End — St. Mary’s of the Sacred Heart, on the corner of Endicott and 
Cooper Streets ?7), John O’Brien married Mary Mahony there in 1853. '?3} 
St. Mary’s quickly reached capacity, and so in 1843, St. John the Baptist 
Church was founded in a converted pork storehouse on Moon St.'4! 
John’s children Mary and Ellen were baptized there. St. John’s, too, became 
crowded, which in 1862 lead to the Catholics purchasing the New North 
Church at the corner of Hanover and Clark Streets and re-dedicating it as 
St. Stephen's. 75! The O’Brien family followed many other Irish in moving 
from St. John’s to St. Stephen’s when it opened. The O’Briens’ baptisms 
and marriages took place at St. Stephen’s at least until Margaret Dooley’s 
marriage there in 1873. °°! 

Irish immigrants to Boston had difficulty finding steady work, given 
that they were mostly rural farmers and did not have specialized trade 
skills.” Many of them started out by opening a grocery store in their 
tenement house or somewhere close by. ?*! Indeed, John’s occupation is 
listed as “grocer” on his son John Josephs birth record. [29] 

John and his brother Michael both worked as oystermen. °°! Before 
the advent of industrial-scale dredging operations, the traditional method 
of oyster harvesting used tongs. Oyster tongs consisted of a pair of metal 
rakes at the end of long wooden shafts. The oysterman would use the tongs 
to scrape oysters off the bottom of the sea bed and manually haul them 
onto the boat, up to 70 pounds at a time. The boats were small vessels 
rigged with one or two sails. '°!! Being an oysterman brought a degree 
of independence for an unskilled laborer. He typically owned his own 
boat and tackle, shucked the oysters at home to sell locally, and kept all 
the profits. °?! This changed beginning in the 1870s when steam-powered 
oyster dredging ships arrived, and packing houses took over the oyster 
shucking process. 1 

The natural oyster beds in the Charles and Mystic Rivers had long 
been depleted by the time the O’Briens arrived in Boston. Even the oysters 
around Cape Cod and Rhode Island were diminishing. The Boston oyster 
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dealers replaced the naturally-growing oysters with seed oysters from 
Long Island Sound and New Jersey at first, and eventually from Virginia, 
“planting” them in the spring and then harvesting the fully-grown oysters in 
the fall and winter. Ships would bring the oysters into Boston from Wellfleet 
on Cape Cod, or other planted beds in Narragansett and Buzzard’s Bays. 
Sailors unloaded the oysters at the docks near Fanueil Hall and sold them 
to local dealers and peddlers, 4! 

Oyster shuckers worked seasonally from September to May. It was a 
difficult, low-paying job. In 1880 they were paid between 17 and 20 cents 
per gallon of oysters shucked. Steamships began bringing twice-weekly 
shipments of opened oysters to Boston from Norfolk, Virginia, making it 
more difficult to find local employment in the oyster trade. °°! 

It seems that Edward was the main provider for the O’Brien family 
during the early years in Boston. He may have had a successful trade in 
Ireland prior to his arrival in the United States. In 1855 he was housing his 
father and his sister Abby’s family in addition to his own. °°! Edward pur- 
chased a 2-person cemetery plot at North Cambridge Catholic Cemetery 
in 185297] and a large 13-person plot at Holy Cross Cemetery in 1880 !°*) 
where many of his family members were buried. 

In the early 1870s, most of William’s adult children (Edward, Ann, Mary, 
and Michael) relocated to East Boston. John’s sons, John Joseph, James 
Edward, and William, moved to Boston's South Cove neighborhood (now 
part of Chinatown). 

John’s family was hit particularly hard by tuberculosis. Four of his 
children died of the disease between 1879 and 1889, as did John himself in 
1863.9! In fact, John’s line would have ended if not for his son John Joseph. 
Tuberculosis disproportionately affected Irish immigrants in Boston: 


... [t]he death rate from consumption was greatest among the colored, 
and among the white ...it was greatest among those whose mothers 
were born in Ireland or who were themselves natives of Ireland, being 
more than 3 times the corresponding rate for those whose mothers 
were born in the United States, and almost double the rate for those 
who were themselves natives of this country. !*”! 
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Three of Michael's sons had jobs working in Boston's gas industry. Their 
roles included gas meter maker, meter tester, meter reader, and foreman. 
The Boston Gas Company constructed a large coal gas plant at Commercial 
Point in 1882. The company needed to hire a large number of unskilled 
laborers, and many of them were Irish immigrants. '!! In the early 20th 
century, these jobs were highly valued, as the company (later called Boston 
Consolidated Gas) offered employee profit-sharing plans in 1906 and a 
pension plan in 1919. This provided job stability and wealth for the Irish 
working class. !47] 

The profiles later in this report include details about each descendant 
of William O’Brien through the 4th generation. 
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Chapter 3 


First Generation 


1 William O’Brien and Mary Sexton 


WILLIAM! O’BRIEN was born probably in County Cork, Ireland, about 
1791." He died in Boston, Suffolk County, Massachusetts, 28 December 
1856, 2! and was buried at North Cambridge Catholic Cemetery, Cam- 
bridge, Middlesex County, Massachusetts. °] He married, likely in County 
Cork, Mary SEXTON.” No further information about Mary is known. 

William left Ireland at age 60 with his son Edward, daughter-in-law 
Bridget, daughter Abby, and granddaughters Margaret and Hannah. They 
sailed on the ship Chasca‘ from Liverpool, England, arriving in Boston on 
27 June 1851 after a 47-day voyage. 4) 

In 1855, William was living in Boston’s North End neighborhood with 
Edward and Abby. ©! William’s wife Mary does not appear in any census 
records from this time. She may have died in Ireland before 1851. 

William lived in Boston for five years before dying of “pleurisy.” He 
was living at 207 North Street in the North End at the time. '*! 





* Mary Sexton named as mother in death records of her children Michael, Abigail, Ann, 
and Mary. 
*The Chasca departed Liverpool, England, on 11 May 1851 bound for Boston. 
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Children of William! O’Brien and Mary (Sexton) O’Brien, all likely born in 
Watergrasshill:

WILLIAM? O’BRIEN (John, William’) was born in Boston, Suffolk County, 
Massachusetts on 9 November 1854. "7! He was baptized at St. Mary (Bos- 
ton) on 12 November 1854. !"*! He died in Boston on 28 October 1889. "9! 
He married, on 27 September 1881 at St. James the Greater Church in Bos- 
ton, Jutta T. McCarrty.°! Julia was born in Boston on 12 May 1855 to 
Charles McCarty and Hanna Mahony." She died on 9 December 1888. 77! 

William was a “property man” (i.e., props master *!) for theaters in 
Boston. He worked first at the Globe Theatre“! and then the Howard 
Athenzeum. 5) William appears in the Howard Athenzeum program for

The Howard Athenzeum, in the old Scollay Square in Boston’s West End 
neighborhood, was known as “The Old Howard.” It was the location for 
many major musical and drama performances but had difficulty competing 
with the other Boston theaters in the late 1800s. By the time William started 
working there, The Old Howard had shifted more toward vaudeville and 
eventually burlesque. The theater was shut down several times by police in 
the 20th century and finally burned down from a suspicious fire in 1961. 7) 

William's wife Julia died at age 33 of “heemoptysis” (coughing up blood; 
probably a complication from tuberculosis) just 3 years after their daughter 
Nellie was born.?*! William himself died of tuberculosis the following 
year after being ill for 18 months.) He signed his will on 21 August 
1889, about 2 months before he died. In the will, he appointed his brother, 
John J. O’Brien, guardian of his daughter Nellie and executor of his estate. 
William's life insurance policy provided $2,000 of which $1,500 was to be 
placed in a bank account for Nellie to have when she reached adulthood. °°!

JouHN JosEPH? O'BRIEN (John’, William’) was born in Boston, Suffolk 
County, Massachusetts, on 29 January 1861.'“*) He was baptized at St. John 
the Baptist Church in Boston on 1 February 1861. '“) He died in Brookline, 
Norfolk County, Massachusetts, on 15 May 1938.'“5! He is buried at Mt. 
Calvary Cemetery, Boston. '“°! He married, at St. Augustine Church in 
Boston on 6 February 1890, Emma A. Manony.!“7! Emma was born in 
Boston on 27 September 1862 to Edward Mahony and Catherine Josephine 
Kenney. '**! She died in Brookline on II July 1950.4! 

John's father, John”, died in 1863 °°! and his mother Mary married 
Thomas Bowser in 1867.°!! Sometime between 1870 and 1876, the family 
moved from Hanover St. in the North End to Hudson St. in Boston’s 
South Cove neighborhood. '°?! The family later relocated to 45 Court St. in 
Medford, Middlesex County, Massachusetts, and remained there for many 
years, 99) 

John worked as a picture frame manufacturer. He took over the business 
from the previous owner, B. Ferdinand Sargent, °°! when Sargent relocated 
to Minnesota in 1881 or 1882. 54! John continued running the business until 
about 1917.'°°! The frame shop occupied the second floor of the building at 
69 Cornhill in Boston. 7! 

Cornhill was a street located at what is now the Government Center 
complex. Atits heyday, many booksellers and publishers located themselves 
on Cornhill and it became known as one of Boston's intellectual centers. *! 
The street was mostly destroyed during the city’s urban renewal phase in 
the 1960s. The only remnants of the original Cornhill are the Sears Block 
and Sears Crescent (location of the famous “steaming teakettle”). 52) 

A fire in 1904 caused major damage to John’s frame shop, mostly from 
the water used to put out the fire. Efforts to fight the fire were complicated by 
an avalanche of snow falling off the roof and nearly burying the firefighters, 
and an intoxicated man trying to help by climbing the stairs of the building 
and hanging onto the firehose. '©°! John was able to recover the business 
and continued operating out of this location until at least 1916, !°! 

John, his wife Emma, and several of their children are buried in the 
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Mahoney/Mahony plot owned by Emma's father Edward at Mt. Calvary 
Cemetery in Boston's Roslindale neighborhood. '©7!
